In the month of March, 1825, Louis Au- 
gusta Papavoine lost his head. 
guillotined at the Place de Greve for the 
murder of two children in the Bois de Vin- 
cennes. The man was mad, beyond all 
doubt, and in Great Britain would have been 
sentenced to perpetual confinement as a lu- 
natic; but the French criminal court refused 
to admit the plea of insanity, and he was 


given over to the executioner; the Cour de | 


Cassation having rejected his appeal from 
the decision of that which tried him.

Whatever agony is sustained, is the more 


| noble and enduring agony of the spirit, pre- 


vious to the fatal hour. . ‘There is no strug- 
gle here with the grim tyrant-—no painful 
encounter between life and death: no tor- 
tures like those which wrung Laocoon and 
his miserable offspring. From perfect life, 
the individual is transported to as perfect 
annihilation. Ife does not enter eternity by 


| slow, unwilling steps: the spirit does not 


quit its fleshly mansion painfully and tardily, 
but leaves it with a sudden bound, and plun- 
ges atonce into a new existence, there to 
be saved or lost, as its fate chances to be 
decreed in the Book of Life. 

At the period of my admission, it was two 


o’clock—one_ hour exactly from the time of 


execution; andl had, therefore, abundant 
leisure to contemplate the engine of death, 
and to witness the behaviour of the vast mul- 
titude around it. ‘Things were as quiet as 
could well be expected in so great an as- 
semblage. There was plenty of talking, but 
much less disturbance than would have oc- 
curred in England upon any similar occa. 
sion. In truth, the only quarter which mani- 
fested tumult, was in the immediate neigh- 
bourhood of the area, which threatened 
every moment to be broken in, not so much 
by the fault of those directly in front of it, 
as by the immense pressure of those in the 
back ground. Every now and then its 
square proportions were destroyed by a por- 
tion of the crowd which bulged inwards in 
a solid mass: and alinost at the same moment, 
this violation of the straight line was repaired

into its proper place. ‘The recklessness and 
fierce temper of the French soldiery were

Next morning, same cunosity which 
led me to witness this revolting sight, took 
meto the Evole de Medecine, to visit the re- 
mains of Papavoine. 'Vhere were a number 
of scientific men present, among others, the 
celebrated Dr. Gall, who was employed in 
investigating the developments of the head, 
and in pointing them out to several of his 
pupils. "There was no portion of the neck 
remauming attached to the trunk. It, as 
we!l as the head, had been severed from the 
body. ‘The axe had struck at its very root,

ral the case, the neck being, in most in- 
stances, pretty accurately cut through the 
middie—one half of it adhering to the head, 
the other to the trunk.

ACTIVITY CF THE BUSHMEN, 

I met with nothing, during my visit into the 
interior, separate from the great objects I had 
in undertaking it, which delighted me more than 
the sight of the Bushmen chasing the game. 
When the country has suffered trom long 
drought, the game generally collect on the sides 
of the rivers in great sumbers. Tie herds, par- 
ticularly of springbucks, are often so large ia 
such circumstances, that, when pursued, they 
frequently iinpede each other m their flight. 
Wherever those large herds are to be found, the 
traveller is sure to meet with Bushmen, provided 
there be nothing in his appearance, or in that 
of his party, to intimidate them, and present 
their approach; and he may, occasionaily, ob- 
serve them pursuing the game with a spced sur- 
passing the fleetness of the beautiful ani- 
mals of which they are inchase. On such oc- 
casions, [ have seen them approach the herd, 
lodge their poiscued arrows, leave the chase to 
solicit tobacco from us in our wagons, and again 
darting od ata tangent hke an arrow, overtake 
the frightened herd, and secure the wounded 
deer.—Philip’s Researches in South Africa.

LATE ENGLISH JOURNALS. 


Froceinc.—Yesterday morning Edw. Rose 
late servant to Mr. John Dark, of Wharf-road, 
Paddington, underwent the first part of his sen- 
tence. He was tried at the last Old Bailey Ses- 
sions, and sentenced to six months’ imprisonment 
and to be twice publicly tlogged. At eleven 
o'clock the culprit arrived in a hackney-coach, 
attended by two turnkeys and the finisher of the 
law, at the corner of Bell-street. A few minutes 
after the Sheritl arrived, and the man was tied 
to a cart and flogged 200 vards. A distressing 
scene took place —ihe wite of the culprit, whe 
resides inthe street, was allowed to appear at 
the window. Her sereams were heart-rending 
after the sentence was carried into effect. He 
is to undergo the same punistiment three months 
hence, when the term of his imprisonment exe 
pires. 

An article under the date of Kamschatka, 29d 
of June, mentions that on the 18th of April @ 
phenomenon appeared in the shape of a Stack 
powder, similar to soot, which fel! in abundance 
over the snow, which it covered to the thickness 
of 2inches. ‘lrhis extraordinary fall embracede 
space of 100 wersts, (about 70 English miles,) 
from the port of Petrapavlock, including the 
Lake Verkhothourie.

13.—On Sa- 
turday night last, John Cunningham, a farmer, 
living near Carrisk, returning from the fair of 
Kilmacthomas, where he had gone that day to 
purchase cattle, was attacked, robbed, and mur- 
dered in a shocking manner; several bruises ap~ 
peared on his body, and a hole was made in his 
neck, apparently by some blunt instrument. We 
trust that the perpetrators of this horrible deed 
will not longescape the hands of justice.—Dube 
lin Evening Post.

certainly an interest sufficient to entitle him te 
that.—Glasgow Chronicle.
